Church repreſcntative, The declaration of ſcuerall Pa- 
ſtors though neuer ſo learned and godly, can induce ao 
more then probabilitie : But the vnitorme conſenc of 
them all ioyned together ina lawfull Councell,duth con- 
clude a certaintie of truth in that that is declared, What 
condicions belong to a Jawfull Councell I will not now 
ſtand to snquire, Some ſuch there haue beene heretofore 
(chough not ſo many as would be thought ſo )and ſome 
there may be againe, whenleeuer it ſhall pleaſe God to 
looke downe in mercy vponhis Church, and to plucke 
downe the proud and ambitions ſpirits of ſome turbu- 
lent Church.men.,

ly created of ; Or how was it poflible for St. Paul ſpea-

I know forme 
ſuch thing hath becne mutrering a pretty while in the 
Schooles : but itneuer paſt for curran: Dufttire in the 
Church till within theſe tew ye ares: ray ,it is not fo farre 
paſt yer, bur that the Sorboniſts of Prw,ard generally 
the whole Church ef France, oppoſe ftrongiy againſt it, 
In like ſort, whereas the Church bath euer beene called 
the body of Chriſt, Epbeſ.,r.23. yet I never heard of a 
Pope ſo deſperate that durlt call the Church his body: 
which yet in ſome ſort he might be allowed to doe, if ic 
be lawfull for him in any fort to call himſelfe the Head 
of the Ciurch (by the Doftrine of Relatiues,) 

Moreouer, | finds the maintainers of this DoQrine 
much pezzelled in ſeckingtoexprefle what authority ic 
is, that the Pope may challenge in right of his Head- 
ſhip, and Monarchie, and what power is apperdant to 
that name : whether it bea meere fpirituall power, or a 
temporall,or both,or ſome third mizt power compoun-

the Apoſtle ſpeakes, 2, Tim, 3.13, heemade that worſe 
which was too bad before; enuen in the iudgement of 
his owne good friends. In his former writings of this ar. 
gument, though he had pleaded for the papal] authoritie,

William Barclay a Papilt, yer was S1xtns Quinens the Bavelay, 
Pope fo diſcontented with his booke, that hee was once 7% Wann 


ofthe mind, to haue damn'd all his writings, becauſe hee 
did not ſpeake home to his Holinefle contentmene : [ 
meane, becauſe hee did not attribute ſuch an vnlimited, 
and tranſcendent power vnto him, as that proud 
and imperious Przlate did challenge in right ofhis 
pretended Monarchie ; becauſe hee did not affirme 
him to hane as direRt atemporall _ ouer Kingy, 
2 Spiricuall oner Biſhops, making all Kingdomes 
2s well as all Charches, ſubieR to his diſpoſition. See 
Barclay de petemtate Papa in Princepes (briſtianos, Cap, 
13, 
They that contraſt the power of the Pope within the 
confines of a meere Spirituall juriſdiftion, though they 
ſpeake more modeſtly then other of their fellowes ; yer 
in as much asthey extend this Turiſdiftion over the 
whole world ( which inreſpeR of him they maketo bee 
but as oneDiocefſe Jeuen this Paradox of theirs is as falſe 
as the others, though not ſoimpudent, and as injurious 
to Chriſt and his Church, though it bee not fo pragma- 
tically dangerous to ſecular States, and Princes Crowns: 
For if the Spirituall Kingdome of Chriſt bee of no grea- 
ter extent then the Popes turildition, it followeth char 
none are Chriſtians but Papiſts.

chy be veritied of the Church, ſpreading it ſclfe trom the 
riſing of the Sunne to the going downe thereof, if there 
be no more Chriſtians in the world then thcre bee Pa- 
piſts All the world knozwes that the ''opes Kingdome 
never extended it {cite fo farre, as that Prophecic ſpeakes 
of, by many degrees, when it was at the largeſt, And 
Papiſts haue lictle hope euer to fee it hereafter ſpread 0. 
ucr the whole World, Now becauſe the Pope hath no 
juriſdiction inthoſe parts, nor euer had, ſhall wce thirke 
&c- that Chriſt hath no Kingdeme there Or that the 
Grecian, Armman, Inaranr,eFEthiipien,and other a4 fri. 
can Churches be no Churches art all becauſe they are no 
Popiſh Churches. (I omit to ſpeake hcerc of Proteſtants 
in Europe, whoſemultitude the Pope knowes bette: then 
he loues.) Bur for thoſe other which I was ſpeakirg of, 
it is certaine that either the Prophecies mentioned be- 
fore are accompliſhed in thoſe Chriſtians, or clic they 
were neuer accompliſhed hitherunto at all : eyther (riff 
now reigneth in thoſe Churches , or clic his kingdome 
was neuer fo large-as it was promiſcd that it ſhould bee, 
And although it cannotbe denied, but that thoſe Eaſtern

archs, though poore ones of Alexandna, and Antioch, 
and grear multitudes of Chriſtzans thatare ſubject rocach 
of them; though nothing ſo many in nugabcr as were 
wont to bee heretofore, ( by reaſon of the Turkiſh cy. 
rannic andoppreſlion, vwnder which they are brought; ) 
yet neither ſo fey thatitcanbetruely ſaid of the meaneſt 
of them, as your friend ventures toathrme of chem all, 
( That they bee extinguiſhed and worne out many ycares 
fince : ) They bepoore, and ſuffer much afflition vader 
the Turke; and other Infidels, and yet they may bene- 
uer the worſe Chriſtians for all that. True pictic and 
godlinefle did neuer ſo much flouriſh in the Church, as 
when the Church it fſelfe was woſt perſecuted and 
afflited by Tyrants.

ter ſtands at this day - ) Let him notftand roowuch 
vpon the ſtanding of his Church : For ſure the leggs 
thereof are not ſo ſound as they ſhould bee; A Chinrch 
may bee worne out as wellby diſeaſes bred inwardly in 
her body , as by the violence of cxternall perſecnrion: 
If Rome bee free from this later, yera grear part of the 
world thinkes herill affeted in herinward, and virall 
parts. She thinkes not her ſelfe : no more doth many a 
dying man, but will ſay hee is well, when he is ready 
ro giue vp-the Ghoſt, Secerdorinm quod intur cetidir, 
fors dui pare nen Poteſt. Youſee the falſhood ofthoſe 
propoſitions vpon which his demonſtration is builr, 
ſee now how looſely his conclufion hangs vpon thoſe 
propoſitions , though 1 ſhould grant them to berrbe. If 
here be any ſenſe atall inthe connexion ofthe parts to- 
gether, this it is, All the other Patriarchall Churches 
arefallen : Onely Rome is not fallen + Therefore it ſhall 
neuer fall, Lerthim take his anſwer from St.P aul Rom, 
»» 11,17, If ſome of the branches bee broken off, and this 
being a wild Oline tree, ec, Now let himremember to 
what Church St,Pax! chere writes, and what they 
were to whom hee gaue ſuch earnef? premenition to 
take heed leaſt for their Infidelitie God ſhould 
caſt them off as hee had done the lewes in their fight. 
This had beene a very needlefle admonirion eſpeci- 
ally from the Apoſtle to the Romanes, if hee knew 
certainely that God had promiſed them ſuch an indit- 
ficiencic of faith, that whatſocner became of other 
Churches, theirs ſhould neuer turne Infidell, Beenot 
high mir:ded, bur feare ſaith hee vnto them, verſe, 20, 
>» and againe, 7f God ſpared not the natarall branches ( the 
2» fewer ) take heed left hee alſs ſpare not thee,v,21,and 
»» againe, Behold the goodneſſe of God toWards thee 
» ( if yeu continue ws his geedneſſe ) otherWiſe thou 
ſhalt be cut off, v.22, And yet your friznd would make 
you thinke that the Romanes haue no caule to feare, and 
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thatthey cannot be cut off, and al{by vertue of an ima- 
ginaric promiſe which hee ſappoſeth Chriſt made to 
them : By which reckoning all St. Pas/s iffs were 
but Panicitimores : Hefearcd where no feare was : and 
therefore might well haue ſpared all the breath kee ſpent 
that way. 


To conclude let me now at the Parting, gine hinva 
demonſtration out of the words of theſe Apoſtle. 
That Church which may polsibly be cut off from 
Chriſt and fall iato Infidelitic, is not the true Ca. 
tholique Church- But it is pollible the Romiſh | 
Church may becut of fromChrift,and fall into In. 
fidelitie, T efte zApoſtolo vt ſupra, Therefore the 
Romiſh Church is not the true Catholique Church, 
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
